cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,4,5,17,20,22,23,25,26,35,38,40,45,46,48,63-66 and 60 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a stacked multiple-semiconductor die device comprising a plurality of semiconductor 
dice having similai- dimensions each semiconductor die having an active surface including at 
least four edges and a backside, a field of conductive pads positioned along less than three edges 
of the active surface of a semiconductor die, the backsides of a first semiconductor die being 
attached to the surface of the substrate adjacent the at least one conductive bond area of the 
surface of the substrate and the backside of a second semiconductor die is attached to the active 
surface of the first semiconductor die in an offset position having the field of conductive bond 
pads of the first semiconductor die exposed, conductors which connect bond pads of the first 
semiconductor die to the conductive bond areas of the substrate and conductors which connect 
bond pads of the second semiconductor die to conductive bond areas of the substrate.
